Queens and R. M. C. replied 
they would be present, Varsity replying 
they would attempt to be here. A wire 
from Ramsay to Varsity asking them if 
they would be present was answered by 
Varsity saying they were unable to 
come. This was not received by the club 
due to falulty directions the wire turn- 
ing up about a week after the tourna' 
ment. Another wire to Varsity the day 
before the tournament brought back the 
reply that they would be unable to be 
present. It was then decided that the 
tournament would be proceeded with 
McGill were victorious in the playouts. 
It was then brought to the attention oi 
the meeting that Varsity wished to play 
off with McGill. The attention was 
next brought forward that this would 
mean that Varsity would be in the finals 
without having played any games. The 
intercollegiate championship from this 
would seemingly rest between two col 
leges. Varsity's refusal was due to the 
teams not having been picked. Their 
constitution provides that elimination 
games must take place before a team is 
picked.

It was finally decided in the form of a 
motion and acccpted ;t1iat the Intercolle- 
giate games be played at McGill the 
winners to be the Intercollegiate cham- 
pions. The dale for the games arc to be 
set for this week. • . 

The questions of non-playing presi- 
dents being allowed to go on trips at the 
expense of the association was next 
brought forward. The presidents of 
Major sports, have various duties of 
great ' responsabilité - to perform. It was 
thought that the president and manager 
although working in conjunction should 
not be both sent one man being suffi- 
cient to go. It was then pointed out that 
the revenue, production of a club is not 
necessarily a factor as to the impor- 
tance of the club and as a result it was 
decided that all presidents of different 
clubs be sent at the expense of the asso- 
ciation the verdict of the athletic asso- 
ciation to be sent s to the students coun- 
cil for final decision. The benefit der- 
ived was thought .to be more important 
than the money expended.

DR. CHAPMAN GAVE 
TALK TOMEDICOS. 

Great Faculty Spirit Displayed 
by Under grsds. 

Last nights' meeting of the Medical 
Undergraduates Society augurs well for 
the coming year. In point of members, 
it was the largest attendance on record, 
over 325 being present. The presence 
of the ladies was noted with great plea- 
sure, as in the past, the women under- 
graduates have been conspicuous by their 
abrence. 

At 8.15, President Stenson called the 
meeting to order, and in a few well 
chosen words, welcomed the upper year 
men back, and the freshmen to the so- 
ciety. The minutes of the Annual meet- 
ing were then read and approved of. 

New business was next dealt with 
Mr. Kolcr was elected as chairman ot 
the Dinner Committee and Mr. Quae 
ken bush to the Reading Room Com- 
mittee. 

Upon the arrival of Dr. Chipman, the 
Honorary President, further business 
was dispensed with, and Mr. Stenson 
introduced him to the meeting, as the 
professors who holds his lectures at 
8.30 never takes attendances and always 
has a full class. Dr. Chipman took for 
the subject of his address "The Histori- 
en Gynaecology and Obstetrics". He 
spoke first to the younger students who 
might be wondering why certain sub- 
jects were taught, and explained to 
them that thp entire curriculum was one 
complete unit. . He then traced very 
clearly and— an interesting way, the 
course of these two very important 
branches of medicine. He told how on 
the 13th of December, 1809, the first 
operation was performed by McGill for 
the removal of a cystic ovary, and later 
the surgeon had been stoned and shot 
at, for attempting such a thing. When 
enc considers the blessing to women 
that followed as a result of this oper- 
ation, one can hardly realize that just 
over one hundred years ago this oper- 
ation was first performed. General 
ai aesthesia was unknown,' and the dif- 
ficulties that attended abdominal oper- 
ations as these, can best be realized by 
the fact that during the 40 years follow- 
ing only thirty six operations were at 
tempted. Then, when in 1846, Morton 
gave to the world his Ether anaesthetic, 
which sounded the dcathkucll of pain, 
rapid strides were made in abdominal 
surgery. The speaker then emphasized 
the debt the world owes to Sims, who 
opened his woincns Hospital in New 
York in 1855, and there performed his 
first operations in plastic surgery. In 
closing he referred to the great studies 
of medicine during the last 500 years 

There had been the British revival, the 
French, and then the German. Then 
came the war, and we now stand on the 
threshold. of a great America advance 

At the conclusion, after prolonged ap- 
plause, Mr. Mills, in a fitting manner, 
moved a vote of thanks to Professor 
Chipman for his most interesting lec- 
ture. The motion was seconded by Mr. 
Gordon. 

Light refreshments were then served, 
and the meeting broke up, with the feel- 
ing that this had been the best meeting 
the undergraduates had .ever enjoyed.

STOCK EXHANGE. 



Subject Was Made Interesting 
and Popular. 

Last night at 8.C0 the Commercial 
Society commenced its activités for the 
session. The turnout .was quite good 
even for a Commerce meeting and was 
full of the Commerce pep and activity. 
" H Mr. "bobbin of I<", Nash & Co. mem- 
bcrs of the Montreal Stock Exchange 
gave a very interesting talk on the stock 
exchange making the fifty minutes seem 
like fifteen. He made the mysteries of 
trading stocks seem as simple to his 
hearers as the commerce students' trade 
of a skull cap for a nominal price. 
Briefly his speech was as follows: 

The Montreal stock exchange was 
opened in 1874 owing to a need for a 
meeting place to buy and sell securities. 
Mr. H. G. Strathers is one of the few 
originators stiH living. The need was ac- 
centuated by the need for some gauran- 
tcc that stocks be bona fide. This need 
is still present as shown by the sales 
total of two hundred million dollars 
worth of worthless stocks which were 
sold in one year on the north America 
continent. There arc now 77 seats and 
to gain a seat it is necessary to be pro- 
posed by a .member • and elected after 
which the seat must be purchased with- 
in 7 days. The .value is today thirtj 
thousand dollars. 

The Rules of the organization pro- 
vide for minimum charges of interest 
and commission require statement of 
business from businesses whose bonds 
arc listed and require r.on-forgcable 
bonds. 

The operation of the exchange is a 
simple bidding and accepting of bids by 
members. Slips of sales are made out 
and given to ticker operator who trans 
mits the sales reports to tickers all 
over the city of the amount sold and 
price. Thence the slips go to the clear- 
ing house which handles the exchange 
of the bonds at the end of the day and 
settles with the brokers after their sales 
and purchases have been balanced. This 
system has recently been adopted by the 
New York exchanged whose system of 
individual delivering of bonds had be 
come too cumbersome and dangerous 
owing to hold uns. 

The dangers of speculation arc mostly 
in buying on margin and especially in 
stocks not listed. ..Buying on margin 
really consists of purchasing a stock, 
paying a part of the value and the bro- 
ker carrying the purchaser for the ba- 
lance. Selling short is really selling 
shares that you do not own with the ex- 
pectation of purchasing later at a lower 
price. 

Loans by banks on stocks arc made 
possible by the -stock exchange as they 
may be informed daily of. the value. 

Great interest, was evidenced by the 
numerous questions asked the speaker, 
after which the meeting passed a vote 
of thanks.
